Blair, in an unusyal night ses- 
sion, gave the State Department 
of Finance until Dec. 11 to show 
cause why it should not be per- 
manently restrained from adopt- 
ing the regulation, which would 
restrict the amount of insurance 
a. lender can require on property 
put up as security for a loan. 
The ‘new regulation would 
limit the amount of fire, wind or | 
extended coverage insurance a | 
vendor may require on personal | 
property securing the loan to an 
amount equal to the loan. Under | 
present procedures, a company | 
can require insurance equal to | 
the value of the property, which | 
is usually considerably more 
than the loan. | 


Was to Be in Effect Today. | 


The regulation was promul- 
gated by Commissioner of Fi- 
mance Layton Pickard under 
the Missouri Consumer Credit 
Act, and was to have gone into | 
effect today. 

Pickard told the Post-Dispatch 
he revised current regulations 
concerning consumer credit 
loans because his examiners had 
found borrowers in some Cases 
are being unduly penalized. by 
being forced to buy excessive 
amounts of insurance. 

The annual rate of the insur-. 
ance ilso could not exceed the 
highest rate for substandard 
risk policies approved by the 
Missouri Division of Insurance 
if Pickard’s regulation is al- 
lowed to go into effect. | 

The suit to enjoin Pickard from | 
putting the regulation into effect | 
was brought by the Ambassador | 
Insurance Agency, Inc., of St. 
Louis. Joe Oxenhandler, former | 
chairman of the St. Louis County | 
Election Board, is president of | 
this company. | 
Says Only 3 Firms Could Act. | 

Irvin Dagen, attorney for Am- | 
bassador, argued the new regu | 
lation would permit only three | 
insurance companies in the state | 
to sell this type of insurance. 
The Traders Mutual Fire Insur- | 
ance Co., which underwrites fire | 
policies for Ambassador, is not 
one of these three, he said. 

He said the Department of Fi- 
nance had listed the three cCom- 
panies in a letter outlining the 
regulation to its field examiners. 

Dagen further argued that the 
regulation in effect amends the 
state’s insurance statutes and 
affects the powers of the super- 
intendent of insurance contrary 
tovstate law. The rule would also 
be discriminatory, he said, be- 
cause it does not cover insur-

In a statement yesterday, the 
State Department accused Mos- 
cow of trying to divert attention 
from its own aggressive policies.

Identifies Violin. 


He identified the violin as the 
instrument which Barnes said he 
stole last Feb. 15 from the home 
of Louis Waterman, head of a 
chemical solvent company, at 
1158A Blackstone avenue. The 
burglar said Wallach had driven 
him to the Waterman home the 
day before and told him Water- 
man had a valuable violin. 


On cross - examination, the 
Chicago detective declined to 
name the person who had given. 
the information about the stolen 
property, saying: ‘‘I have reason 
to believe the informant would 
be murdered if I revealed his 
name.” 

After his arrest, Barnes said 
he was beaten by police, “after | 

. I got smart with them.” He said | 
he suffered a fractured rib. Sub- 
sequently there was a confer- 
ence with Circuit Attorney Dan- | 
iel P. Reardon, ‘‘who wanted to 
know who bought the stuf: I 
stole.”’ 


Asked by Becker if there had 
been a discussion of punishment | 
for his crimes, the witness re- 
plied there was none. 

Barnes testified he continued 
to steal ‘‘because I could not get 
a legitimate job.” He estimated 
the return from the 275 bur- 
glaries in the six months from 
last January to June at $12,000, 
including cash stolen and money 
received for stolen property. 

He was released from the Mis-

Cissell charged in his petition | 
that he had been unable to get | 
a job because of the arrest 
records, He asked that. they be 
given to him or that they be | 


destroyed. They include his | 


fingerprints, photograph and rea- | 
sons for his arrest. 

Cissell was arrested near the 
scene or the killing, a restaurant | 
at 1927 North Grand boulevard, 
where Harry Woods, an odd-jobs 
mah, was shot to death when he | 
sought to prevent a holdup. 

Arrested within 15 minutes 
after the shooting because his 
automobile resembled the one | 
used in the holdup, Cissell was | 
identified by the restaurant cook | 
as the killer. Cissell produced a | 
witness who stated Cissell had | 
been at the witness’s home in 
Riverview Gardens 13 minutes 
before the killing. 


Identified by Witness. 

A physical examination of 
Cissell shortly after his arrest 
failed to disclose any bruises 
on his body although Woods had 
struck the holdup man on the 
left arm between the shoulder 
and elbow with a three-foot | 
length of iron pipe, Cissell’s at- 
terney, John M. Schobel, said. 

Subsequently indicted, Cissell 
was released from all charges 
when the circuit attorney’s of- | 
fice found that the cook, the | 
state’s principal witness, had a | 
long record of felony convictions | 
and of confinement on two occa- 


sions in mental institutions. 
President of Local. 

At the time of his arrest, Cis- 
sell was an employe of the Na- | 
tional Gypsum Co. and a shop | 
steward in the United Cement, | 
Lime and Gypsum Workers Un- 
ion, Local 316. He continued as | 
an employe of National Gypsum 
until October, 1959, when a 
strike began against the com- 
pany. Cissell, now president of 
the local, has been unable to ob- | 
tain work elsewhere despite re- | 
peated efforts over the last year, | 
Schobel said. 


In his petition, Cissell alleged 
he had suffered “irreparable 
damage’”’ to his property rights 
as a result of the arrest retords. 
He said their continued existence 
is an infringement and depriva- 
tio# of his constitutional rights. | 
The defendants in the suit are | 
Police Chief Curtis Brostron and | 
Maj. Andrew Aylward, head of 
the police records bureau. 

Cissell, who was a 22-year-old 
bachelor when he was arrested, 
is now married and the father of 
one child. He lives with his 
family at 4029 Pleasant street.

From Blocking Anti-Bias Rules

WASHINGTON, Nov. 1—The | 


Department of Justice mioved 
yesterday to head off Mississippi | 
interference with new Interstate 
Commerce Commission rules 
@gainst bus and railroad segre- 
gation which went in effect to- 
day. 

Various Mississippi officials 
had taken public steps to con- 
tinue enforcing state segregation 
laws despite the federal regula 
tions, 

The Department of Justice filed 
suit in Oxford, Miss., to strike 
down the state laws as unconsti- 
tutional. The suit asks that the 
state and local law enforcement 
officials be enjoined from en- 
forcing segregation anywhere in 
bus or railroad transportation. 

The department asked for a 
temporary restraining order to 
block enforcement of the Missis- 
sippi statutes while the case is 
tried, but United States District 
Judge Claude Clayton refused to 
issue such an order. 

Judge Clayton agreed to re- 
quest a special three-judge court 
to hear the suit. The hearing 
will probably be held within 
the next few weeks. 

Rules Adopted Sept. 22. 


The ICC regulations, adopted 
la.. Sept. 22 at the request of 
the Department of Justice, bars 
any segregation in waiting 
rooms, rest rooms and other 
terminal facilities as well as on 
busses and trains. All segrega- 
tion signs are forbidden. 

The regulations prohibit any 
railroad or bus company from 
using a segregated terminal. lf 
any does, it is subject to crim- 
inal prosecution and a fine of 
$100 for each violation. 

A Mississippi statute requires 
separate waiting room for white 
and Negro passengers in all 
transportation waiting rooms. A 
carrier which violates this law 
is subject to a fine of $1000 a 
day. 

The suit filed yesterday arose 
from the efforts of the Grey- 
hound Corp. to remove all racial 
signs from the bus terminals it 
uses in Mississippi. 

Last Friday the county attor- 
ney of Lefore county, John J. 
Fraiser Jr., went into the state 
courts and obtained an injunc- 
tion to make Greyhound obey 
the state segregation laws.

Bonds and Champ 


I wish that you had gone one step 
further in your Oct. 24 editorial re- 
garding the ‘‘spurious village of 
Champ.” . This is certainly an ex- 
ample of the worst that can happen 
when the powers and privileges of 
a governmental unit are perverted 
to the benefit of individuals. 


The further step, however, should 
be a word of caution to those cities 
planning to use the newly author- 
ized revenue and general obligation 
bonds for industrial development. 
While “the worst” probably will not 
happen in one case in a thousand, 
it is unfortunate that one of the first 
uses of this bond device in Missouri 
should be in Champ, and with these 
results. ' 


Cities and towns are in fierce 
competition for industry. The ten- 
dency is to offer whatever it takes 
to attract industry and get addition- 
al payrolls into the community. 


The authorization of bond issues 
for this purpose is only one step re- 
moved from the operation of the 
“spurious village,’’ and the use of 
revenue bonds, which are retired 
only from revenues of the facility 
being financed, is only a little better 
than the use of general obligation 
bonds. The G.O.’s are backed by 
the “full faith and credit’’ of the 
municipality. The administrative 
body (City Council) is pledged to 
levy a tax rate—whatever it might 
be—which will retire the bonds.

Another Way in Berlin 


The past week’s events in Berlin have dem- 
onstrated again that there is no practical al- 
ternative to a negotiated settlement clearly 
defining the city’s status in the light of the 
fact of a divided Germany. 

The West does have rights in Berlin, even 
though they may be vaguely defined so far as 
documents and legalities go; and it is essen- 
tial that those rights be maintained. President 
Kennedy has repeatedly made clear to the 
Russians that they will be maintained, by 
force if necessary; and it must be hoped that 
Premier Khrushchev no longer has any illu- 
sions on this score. 

But though the West rejects any unilateral 
abrogation of its rights, maintaining them by 
massing tanks at the Friedrichstrasse check- 
point is not the only course open, and, in view 
of the perils of accidental war, certainly not 
the best course. The alternative is to accept 
the fact that things have changed in Germany 
since 1945, and to negotiate an agreement 
which defines the position of Berlin more 
precisely. 

We cannot, of course, be absolutely sure 
that the new agreement will be respected by 
the Communists; but if it is clear and speeific, 
the West will have a much stronger case for 
enforcing it in case of a future violation 
than we now have for enforcing the vague, 
fuzzy 1945 arrangements. 

This is well illustrated by the various at- 
tempts of the allied command to assert the 
right of American civilians to enter East Ber- 
lin without being checked by East German 
guards. There may have been a reason for 
making this’ demonstration in order to show 
the Russians that unilateral changes in the 
rules would not be accepted. But the fact 
remains that, after all the tank forays and 
the comings and goings of armed escorts, 
American civilians are not now entering East 
Berlin. The fact also remains that their Brit- 
ish counterparts have been letting the East 
Germans check their identification papers all 
along, without fuss. 


It is very difficult for the United States to 
claim as a solemn right what our British allies 
did not think worth bothering about. It is 
very difficult to claim that this and other 
rights derive from the four-power status of 
Berlin, when no effective four-power status 
has existed for at least 12 years. 

The simple truth is that, whether we like it 
or not, the old basis for our position in Berlin 
has been eroded away by time. And no mat- 
ter who may have been most to blame for 
the past, the future security of Europe calls 
for the construction of a new basis—not by 
unilateral Soviet action, but by East-West 
negotiation. 

Basically, neither East nor West wants to 
go to war over Berlin, as thé mutual with- 
drawal of the menacing tanks last week dem- 
onstrated. The alternative is an agreement 
which, by mutual concessions and mutual re- 
spect for each other’s position, will express 
the interests of both sides. Neither Chancel- 
lor Adenauer nor Premier De Gaulle can be 
permitted to hold up negotiations to this end 
indefinitely. The true interest of their coun- 
tries, as of our own, would be served by a 
settlement which defined everybody’s rights 


being wasted on rival developments. As long. 
as the men who have neither conquered them- 
selves nor their own planet persist in fever- 
ish space competition, grave dangers lie ahead. 


The Rail Telegraphers’ Example 

The agreement which the Order of Railroad 
Telegraphers has signed with the Southern 
Pacific Railroad represents a sensible, orderly 
solution of the problem of displacement’ of 
workers by technological advances and organ- 
izational changes. It applies to these causes 
of displacement an arrangement which the 
union has had with most of the railroads since 
1936 covering displacements caused by mer- 
gers. In effect, it amounts to a guaranteed 
annual wage for regular telegraphers, a guar- 
anteed weekly wage for relief telegraphers 
for.every week in the year they are available 
for work, and a controlled attrition of jobs 
limited to 2 per cent a year. 

Through these rational arrangements, which 


have been some three and a half years in ne- + 


gotiation, a threatened walkout of telegraphers 
on the Southern Pacific has been averted. 
The agreement covers the 946 regular and 
approximately 120 relief telegraphers work- 
ing on the railroad. It is expected by the 
union to be extended eventually to the 35,000 
to 40,000 telegraphers in railroad employ- 
ment in the United States; and some 10,000 
in Canada, 


This application of the rule of reason to 
the employment problems involved in tech- 
nological progress is especially heartening. 
For if railroad telegraphers, who have been 
very hard hit: by advancing technology, can 
do it, many other crafts ought to be able 
to do it as well. Employment of telegraphers 
on the Southern Pacific has dwindled from 
approximately 1500 five years ago, a loss of 
more than a third. The issue is complicated 
by questions of jurisdiction, involving an 
equitable apportionment of jobs between 
members of the Order of Railroad Telegra- 
phers and the Brotherhood of Railroad Clerks 
in the operation of teletype and IBM machines 
which are doing much of the work formerly 
done by the telegraph key. Secretary of Labor 
Goldberg and National Mediation Board Mem- 
ber O'Neill do not exaggerate in calling the 
agreement a landmark.

One party or the other always will dominate 
this seven-member body, and the record to 
date shows that whichever party is in power 
uses its position to enhance its own standing. 
The Republicans gerrymandered the house 
and senate districts 10 years ago when they 
were in command, and the Democrats did the 
same thing with the new house districts earlier 
this year. 

We hope that the majority party for once 
will meet its responsibilities to the public 
interest in creating senatorial districts that 
fit the constitutional prescription. That is, the 
districts should- be compact, of contiguous ter- 
ritory, and as nearly equal as may be in 
population. 

But for the future the reapportionment 
function ought to be taken from the Council 
and assigned to the County Election Board, a 
bipartisan body of two Republicans and two 
Democrats that should be able to produce dis- 
tricts reasonably close to the constitutional 
ideal. This is the method outlined by the 
statutes for St. Louis. If the city were sad- 
died with’ the same system in effect in the 
county it would have to submit to redistrict- 
ing by the Board of Aldermen. The law 
ought not to require the county to submit to 
redistricting by the Council. 


The U.N. and Outer Space 


The seven-point program wnich the United 
States proposes for extending international 
law into outer space deserves the closest. con- 
sideration in the United Nations. This pro- 
gram, as outlined at St. Louis University by 
Harlan Cleveland, assistant secretary of state, 
offers an approach that would absorb present 
rivalries and jealousies in outer space ex- 
ploration. : 

What nation would lose if the U.N. aegis 
were extended to cover space exploration so 
that all objects shot into space were exam- 
ined and approved beforehand, and celestial 
bodies were exempted from claims of national 
sovereignty? Why not substitute law and 
order for the present anarchy of the space 
realm? 

As a striking example of how the law of 
the jungle even now is breeding trouble in 
space there is the Air Force’s Project West 
Ford. Despite protests from many nations, a 
satellite was launched some days ago to orbit 
millions of bits of copper wire for testing as 
a radio-reflecting communications belt. Some 
scientists particularly fear the belt will inter- 
fere with both radio and optical astronomy 
observations, although Mr. Kennedy’s science 


G.O.P. Target in Texas 


Former President Eisenhower’s San An- 
tonio speech was milder though no less parti- 
san than his recent address at a New York 
political rally. In Texas, the former President 
defended his Yugoslav plane deal against its 
Texas critic, Republican Senator Tower. But in 
demanding national leadership “which would 
never belittle the United States,’ Gen. Eisen- 
hower returned to a 1960 national campaign 
theme. Why would he attach such importance 
to a special election for Congress? 


In Bexar county, the Republicans are at- 
tempting .something more than a challenge 
to Texas democracy. They are making con- 
servatism even more than Republicanism their 
challenge in the most liberal area of Texas. 
The lone G.O.P. candidate to fill the post va- 
cated by Democrat Paul Kilday (who became 
a federal judge) is John W. Goode, avowed 
conservative. Five Democrats are in the field 
but the chief contestant is State Senator 
Henry B. Gonzalez. He is an integrationist 
and Jeader of Americans for Democratic Ac- 
tion, which is as liberal as they come in Texas. 


Partly because of its Latin American com- 
plexion, San Antonio does not often vote with 
the rest of Texas. It was the first major city 
in the state to integrate its schools; Maury 
Maverick once represented it in Congress. In 
choosing to meet the enemy on its home 
ground, Republican conservatism was heart- 
ened by two factors. One was Senator Tow- 
er’s election; the other is the possibility that 
conservative regular Democrats might desert 
Mr. Gonzalez, unless Vice President Johnson's 
intervention holds them in line. A victory in 
Bexar county would indeed set the Old Guard 
to waving the Lone Star flag. 


Conferring With Japan 

The Japanese-American economic confer- 
ence scheduled to begin Thursday near Tokyo 
represents a sensible approach to mutual 
problems, and we wish it every success. The 
United States delegation will consist of five 
Cabinet officers—the Secretaries of State, 
Labor, Interior, Agriculture and Commerce— 
White House advisers and some 40 assistants. 


Equally high government officials will repre- 
sent Japan.

The delegates applauded 
the news jubilantly. This news and its 
reception, one hopes, is an indication 
of better things to come—even in Mis- 


souri, 

Rhode Island’s story is worth telling 
in detail. In this state, which is as 
artistically ample as it is physically 
small, believers in music make direct 
application to the law-makers and get 
respectful hearings. First in time to 
make an appeal for funds was the 
Rhode Island Philharmonic, at the end 
of its financially beset 1945-46 season. 
As a result, in June 1946, a bill was 
introduced jointly by two Senators, one 
a Republican and one a Democrat, to 
the General Assembly, requesting the 
sum of $5000 for that orchestra. The 
purpose here, as with the Missouri bill, 
was to give concerts in the state’s 
schools. Unlike the Missouri pill,. how- 
ever, this one received considerate and 
thoughtfu' treatmert. After serious de- 
bate the bill was passed. 

That this was not a sudden impulse 
has been proved by later events. Year 
by year the legislators have more than 
stuck to their commitments. In the

Two years ago yesterday the 
Big Eight conference turned 
upside down.

Lawrence. 

Afterward, having a victory 
drink with newspapermen, 
Jack Mitchell, the Jayhawk 
coach, smiled so happily he 
almost laughed out loud be- 
cause, just minutes earlier, he 
had learned that Missouri had 
blown a two-touchdown lead at 
Colorado. 

Ahead 20-6 with 13 minutes 
to play, the Tigers pounded 
each, other’s backs with joy 
on the sidelines when the Ne- 
braska-Oklahoma score had 
been ‘announced to the crowd 
at Boulder.: But Mizzou was 
beaten, 21-20, on two late 
aerial strikes by a sophomore 
named Gale Weidner.

Yes, strange things began to 
happen the day. the hobgoblins 
rode the gridirons of the Big, 
Eight two years ago. 

Oklahoma, ineligible for an 
Orange Bow! trip, managed to 
retain its conference title that 
season, but the Sooners’ evil 
spel] had been broken, and the 
Seven Dwarfs grew up over- 
night to lick the bejabers 
out of Oklahoma the past two 
years. 

Kansas, tied with Oklahoma 
for the 1959 league lead and 
with one foot on the plane to 
Miami, still hasn’t reached 
Florida.

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 1 (AP) 
—A Federal judge has set aside 
a court order he issued last.sum- 
mer which prohibited the Na- 
tional Football League from sell- 
ing television rights to its mem- 
ber teams’ games a& a package 
deal. 

United States District Judge 
Allan K. Grim’s ruling yesterday, 
a modification of a July 20 order, 
was in line with a new law signed 
by President Kennedy Sept. °30 
which exempted professional 
football television contracts from 
antitrust laws. 

Despite Kennedy’s signature on 


‘the new law, Grim’s order had 


stood until yesterday and had 
teams still were 
enjoined from entering into such 
contracts. League attorneys did 
not want to violate the order .in 
making commitments for next 
season. 

The modification was made on 
request of N.F.L. attorneys Fran- 
cis W. Sullivan and Sydney C. 
Orlofsky. 

Grim had ruled last sumnier 
that a $9,300,000 two-year pack- 
age deal the N.F.L. had made 
with the Columbia Broadcasting 
System was invalid because it 
violated antitrust laws by elimi- 
nating competition. 

As a result each team had to 
line up its own television con- 
tract this year. A league spokes- 
man said the revenue difference 
was about $2,000,000 less for the 


year. 


The N.F.L. had _ appealed 
Grim’s ruling through Congress 
rather than the courts. Within 
two months a bill was passed 
permitting pool arrangements 
and Kennedy signed it into law. 
The law’s provisions also apply 
to professional baseball, basket- 
ball and hockey leagues.

We all breathe radioactive 
gases from radium and thorium. 
Uranium, radium and thorium in 
the ground and in rocks, in 
cement and in bricks, shoot at 
you constantly with X-rays. 

All of this adds up to an aver- 
age exposure of about 44 roent- 
gens of radiation in 30 years of 
living, Roentgens are a measure 
of radiation intensity. An effici- 
ent X-ray of the chest exposes 
you to 1/l0th to /25th of one 
roentgen. 

A 5 per cent increase in radia- 
tion due to bomb test fallout 
means that in 30 years, the aver- 
age person would get exposed to 
about 1/5th of a roentgen more.

100 Viet Cong Rebels Reported | 
Killed in Attack. 

SAIGON, South Viet Nam, 
Nov. 1 (AP)—Government troops 
attacked the Communist strong- 
hold of Phuoc Thanh province 
and killed about 100 Viet Cong 
rebels, informed sources said 
today. 

Phuoc Thanh is the jungle 
province 60 miles north of Saigon 
where Communist rebel forces 
raided and occupied the provin- 
cial capital in September. In- 
formants said the new operation 
is believed to be still going on. 

Presumably the casualties re- 
ported are in addition to the 
government’s earlier announce- 
ment that South Viet Nam 
armed forces killed about 200 
rebels and wounded an equal 
number in large scale clashes 
last week.

They Sing Irish Folk Songs Loud and Wild 


The Clancy Brothers and Tommy Makem Are Amazed at Getting Paid for What They’d Do for F un

THE CLANCY BROTHERS 
and Tommy Makem, singers of 
Irish folk songs, were scheduled 
to do their first show at 8:30 
o'clock last Friday night. At 
8:30 there were only 25 persons 
in the house at the Crystal Pal- 
ace and there was a long pause 
of wired music, followed by a 
shorter fill-in of live piano. It 
was a good guess that the man- 
agement was waiting for the bar 
to empty and the house to fill 
up. The catch was, it was- lone- 
some at the bar, too. 

Management in the entertain- 
ment business is moaning that 
Friday night isn’t what it used 
to be, particularly at 8:30, and 
at 8:50 there was a loud sound 
behind the stage curtains, of 
four men clearing their throats. 
The Clancy Brothers, Patrick 
and Tom.and Liam, and Makem 
gave up the losing wait and 
came forth to sing to 30 or so 
people. They came out smiling 
at the 30, looking as pleased as 
though they were playing for 
keeps in the United States Mint. 

They put on a program that 
makes up for the dreary St. 
Patrick’s Day carnages of 
‘When Irish Eyes Are Smiling” 
and “Did Your Mother Come 
from Ireland?” : 

The Clancy Brothers and 
Makem gave me more pleasure 
than any music I’ve heard since 
the band played ‘California, 
Here I Come”’ at the Honolulu 
docks in 1945, serenading the 
troops back to state-side. I have 
shielded myself. from folk songs 
because they can Hey-Nonny- 
Nonny a man to tone deafness, 
but there is nothing to fear from 
the Clancy Brothers and Makem. 

They will be here through Sat- 
urday night, a joy to the pro- 
fessional Irish-Americans and a 
relief to the non-professionals. 
They go at Irish folk songs as 
though they learned to sing in 
a barracks and had no thought 
of making money at it in Ameri- 
can saloons specializing in art 
among the’ alcohol. They say 
they learned to sing in Irish 
taverns, with no thought of art. 
Barracks or taverns, they 
learned in a man’s world and 
do not make a precious thing of 
their folk-singing. 

There is a_ possibility they 
couldn’t make the varsity in a 
chorale of folk singers; their 
voices are good but a delicate 
ear might object to the rugged- 
ness, confuse it occasionally with 


raggedness, and fail to appre- 
ciate that the general idea of the 
act is four men singing songs 
they like and going a little wild 
and loud in the process. They 
get loud almost entirely on the 
strength of their voices. The only 
instruments are Liam’s guitar, a 
fine old Irish instrument stolen 
by the Spaniards who were too 
lazy to carry a harp, and 
Makem’'s penny-pipe. The pipe 
is a sort of dog whistle, pitched 
for people. 

The publicity material on the 
quartet states that they are new, 
and fast-rising, and implies that 
after a year and a half of singing 
together, everybody loves them. 
That was not true among the 30 
at the Friday night show. Four 
women joined the audience just 
before the Irish singers came on 
stage. The women were middle- 
aged and one was their leader. 
The other three believed she was 
better than any act she led them 
to see, and she believed it, too. 

When the Clancy Brothers and 
Makem came out dressed in 
pleatless and black slacks, part 
of the uniform for saloon per- 
formers, and cable-stitch white 
sweaters, their own uniform, the 
women’s leader said, ‘‘Hah! Just 
like South St. Louis.” Her fol- 
lowers applauded her, with 
laughs. 

Patrick Clancy, the leader of 
the paid performers on the stage, 
blinked but it could have been 
the lights hitting him. The four 
women talked loudly, competing 
with the four men singing, for 
the first half of the show. The 
professionals ignored them, a 
sign of lingering amateurism in 
the singing act of the Clancy 
Brothers and Makem. Hardened 
professionals would have had a 
piece of business to silence. the 
noise in the ranks. 

At the intermission, the women 
left because their leader said 
that was all the Irish she could 
take for one night. That may 
have been it, or perhaps the 
ladies knew that one of the 
Clancys, Liam, was going to steal 
their act in the second half of 
the show and do some talking 
himself. Liam recited. Few folk- 
singing programs can survive the 
added burden of a recital, but 
the Irish accomplish it. 

Liam did the farewell address 
of an Irish patriot. The patriot 
addressed the English court that 
sentenced him to death. He My- 
Lorded them respectfully and 
then he took them to task for 
hustling him off the earth and 


affronting Liberty, and told them 
to keep their hands off his tomb- 
stone and leave his epitaph to 
worthier men. The original was 
spoken about 150 years ago and 
coming from a lesser believer 
than Liam Clancy, it might have 
been too much even in Gaslight 
Square, Fut it wasn't. Liam 
spread some nationalism through 
the room and here and there a 
woman sniffled. Such a dear 
boy, to go so soon. 

The Irish singers recovered 
nicely from that piece of ancient 
patriotism. They went into a 
foot-stomper of a folk song, 
Liam on the guitar and Makem 
on the pipe and Tom and Patrick 
bellowing tunefully. They have 
a good change of pace, good 
timing, because there are actors 
among them. 


Tom Clancy and Makem 
both came to the States to be 
actors. Liam came to study 
movie-making, and some day 
lead Ireland to a place ahead 
of Rome, or wherever Holly- 
wood makes its capital now. 
Tom Clancy succeeded as an 
actor, off Broadway and on it 
and also in television’s efforts 
to better itself ‘with drama. 
Makem did well as an actor, 
too. 


Patrick Clancy founded a re- 
cording company. Tradition 
Records, in New York. The 
three brothers operate it and 
have an inventory of 45 albums 
of folk music, by all sorts of 
folks. Tradition Records is suc- 
cessful, but not as well-tended 
by the Clancys as it was before 
they succeeded as singers. They 
have been a little too successful 
for Tradition Records; they now 
also record for Columbia Rec- 
ords+ : 

Makem fell among the Clancys 
because his mother collects Irish 
folk songs and in 1953 Liam, still 
at home with the family in 
South Tipperary, directed a tune- 
hunting group of Americans to 
Makem’s mother. Makem came 
to the States in 1955 and called 
on Patrick and Tom Clancy. 
Liam came in 1958. All four of 
them do considerable coming- 
and-going, from the United 
States to Ireland and back. Tom 
and Patrick Clancy have taken 
out American citizenship papers. 


Patrick Clancy is 39 and gets 
the respect due his advanced 
age, but is wise and does not 
push the advantage. He leads by 
saying a quiet final word, They

rehearsed on the fine afternoons 
in St. Louis by hiring a limou- 
sine and riding about, singing a 
little while looking at the city. 
They went riding to see the 
riverfront and on the way, in 
the rented limousine, discussed 
their act. 
“‘We open too wild,”’ said one. 
“It's all right if you go on, 
and up, with it,”’ said another. 
“How can you get wilder when 
you Open at your wildest?’’ said 
Patrick. Nobody answered. 
“All right, we'll keep it as it 
is,’ said Patrick. 


“We have three formats,” 
explained Tom Clancy. “We 
have one for the nightclubs of 
Sodom and Gomorrah, one for 
the poets at the drugstore and 
the third is our Concert, for 
the Crystal Palaces, anywhere. 
Then we mix them up, may- 
be.’”’

the accent, and has developed 
a hobby all his own, Irish Calyp- 
so below the Mason-Dixon line. 
Either Patrick or Tom, age 36, 
usually requests silence some- 
where in the second chorus. 
Liam, 26, defers and is silent. 
Until he is inspired again, 
Makem, also 26 and not a mem- 
ber of the family, stays out of it. 

The only unlikely aspect of 
their partnership and its out- 
bursts of song is the limit they 
have placed upon it. They sang 
together at first for the pleasure 
of it, and Patrick Clancy record- 
ed them for the family company, 
and friends said what friends 
must say, ‘You ought to go on 
the market with your singing.”

MYKONOS, Greece, 
Nov..1 (AP). 

THiS HIDEAWAY ISLAND is 
a land of ancient windmills and 
bittersweet Wine, and its most 
prominent citizen is a dignified 
pelican with a beak like a rain- 
bow. 

The big bird’s name is Peter, 
his feathers have been ruffled 
by visiting celebrities—including 
Elizabeth Taylor and Jacqueline 
Kennedy — and once he almost 
caused a small war.

Joseph G. Molner, M.D. 
Cigarettes and Cancer 


DEAR DR. MOLNER: Before we were married, my hus- 
band smoked cigarettes one right after the other. 

When we were married, I made him quit. He didn’t want 
to, but he did. Now after a year and a half of not smoking, 
he wants to smoke a pipe. 
I know he still craves 
smoking and can hardly 
stand it when someone 
else smokes. He _ even 
says he is irritable and 
nervous when he doesn’t. 

I was always afraid of 
cancer of the lung. I am 
still afraid. 

He says smoking a pipe 
is less likely to be dan- 
gerous as far as cancer 
goes. Is this true, and 
what are the chances? I 
would like to be relieved 
of this worry. MRS, F.S, 

Let us start out by saying three things: 

1. I don’t think tobacco does anybody any good. 

2. I have come to accept the fact that some people 
are just boiind to worry about something or other, 
and if you deprive them of one worry, they soon find 
another. It’s sort of an addiction. 

3. I don’t know what to do about either! 

I know the man who analyzed the first massive 
set of figures which. led to our belief that cigarettes 
have an influence on lung cancer. 


DR. MOLNER 


He smoked cigarettes himself. After several years of 

. Collecting figures and figuring out percentages, it became 

clear to him that cigarettes had some long-range influence in 

encouraging lung cancer so he quit cigarettes. He now 

smokes a pipe all the time—regardless of the fact that he has 

known that perpetual pipe-smoking has some influence in 
. encouraging cancer of the lip, tongue or mouth! 

There isn’t any evidence that cigarettes are the sole cause 
of lung cancer. Some persons who have never smoked at all 
have the disease. But it is far more frequent among those 
who do. That’s the story. 


I’m not one to say that people shouldn’t smoke. 
That’s up to them. But it’s up to me (and other doc- 
tors) to make sure they know that there’s a risk. 
A considerable one. 

I can’t say your husband should or shouldn't 
smoke a pipe. The pipe carries a risk, although 
apparently a much lesser one. 

There’s also a considerable and logical contention 
that air pollution contributes to lung cancer—but I 
can’t tell everybody to go live in the fresh-air wilds. 

Readers will have to decide what risks they want 
to take.

Not a single ancient temple 
juts from the bleak hills to 
honor the old gods. But My- 
konos, for some reason, has 
perhaps the highest number of 
Christian churches per capita 
in the world. Tucked away in 
the back streets or dotting the 
hillsides are some 360 tiny, 
whitewashed churches—one for 
every 10 residents. 


“Some of these are family 
chapels,” explains Mayor Pas- 
saliades, “Some were built to 
fulfill vows by fishermen res- 
cued at sea, and some are twin 
‘male and female’ churches built 
by young couples for their wed- 
ding.” 

The churches stare from the 
hillsides over an indigo sea so 
richly blue that it looks artificial, 
rocky coves and tiny beaches, 
and a dazzling white village 
curving gently around the bright 
fishing boats in the harbor, 

Even the pavements. are 
splashed with whitewash and the 
village streets are like miniature 
alleyways chopped through a 
snowbank. A flop-eared donkey 
helps keep them clean, carting 
away the garbage in a basket on 
its back. 

Above the town, whitewashed 
windmills with thatched roofs 
creak their ancient songs—and 
as the big sails turn, the grizzled 
miller will dust the flour from 
his shirt and sell you a postcard. 

History may have bypassed 
Mykonos. Tourists haven’t. 

Visitors flock ashore by the 
hundreds to swim, skindive and 
stroll the white streets, but 
somehow the invasion hasn't 
spoiled the island’s atmosphere 
—or its prices, 


For $4.50, you can sail—first 
class—to Mykonos from the 
Greek mainland six hours 
away in a small white liner. 
Once ashore, you can live in 
luxury at one of two first class 
hotels for $5 a day, including 
One meal. A room with shower 
in the other two hotels may 
cost $1.35 a day, or you can do 
what most visitors do—take a 
room in a crisply whitewashed 
private house for about 65 
cents. 


In four cafes along the water- 
front, where the fishermen 
spread out their nets, you walk 
into the smoky kitchens to pick 
out a Greek or European meal, 
simple but good. The bill, with 
wine, is about a dollar, and you 
may get a chance to pet the peli- 
can while you eat. 

In the wineshops, filled with 
affable fishermen, rough wooden 
tables and huge casks, you can 
get a taste of true island life 
and a small carafe of resinous 
white wine for 5 cents. 

Mayor Passaliades says 21,247 
tourists poured off the. ships in 
the first half of this year, but 
somehow the visitors give the 
place the pleasant, gay air of a 
ski resort, rather than a Coney 
Island. And an ancient trireme 
sailing into port would still look 
right at home. 

Two art galleries have 
sprouted on the island, the 
Athens School of Fine Arts has 
opened a branch, and many of 
the visitors carry sketch pads, 

About the only historical ref- 
erence to Mykonos is a legend 
that the giants slaughtered by 
Hercules were buried there, but 
there isn’t a ruin on the whole 
island. The lack is. a curious 


one, since just an hour’s ride 


away by fishing boat—50 cents
